A .storm is developing west of. the 
Rockies and is accompanied by rain 
and snow on the Pacific slope, in the 
northern Rockies and on the &ortbrj 


Pastor Lays Ruin of Russia 


at Doors of Bol- 


shevism 


A warning against bolshevism and 


soviet rule was sounded last night 
at the First Baptist church by Dr. 
D. D. MacLaurin, who declared that 
the terrible havoc wrought by the 
soviet regime in Russia is the fruit 
of the theories of Karl Marx, .Ger- 
man socialist of the last century. 
Dr. MacLaurin talked on "How Bol- 
shevism Has Ruined Russia 
and 


Why It Will Ruin Any Country in 
Which It Operates,;' 


"The attitude of the 
profiteers 


and other'such people 'is creating in 
this country a 
sentiment 
in the 


hearts of multitudes^ which should 
ccinmaDjL-atteniipn.". he .declared^ 
•'There are "things'-'in. -Otis'' country 
which should be changed, but any 
change should be brought about by 
constitutional means." 


"The day will soon . come when 


the merchant princes and captains 
of industry must make a more 
equitable • distribution 
of 
their 


wealth, ad -it -is a .function, of 
the 


Christian church to hasten that day. 
The profilers forced' up prices and 
are now forcing down wages. 


The speaker gave a sketch of the 


history of Russia and stated that it 
has one-sixth of the land area of the 
esrth, is capable of sustaining 600,- 
000,000 people,'has 90 per cent of all 
the platinum of the 
world, vast 


quantities of gold, huge 
grazing 


land and other riches. 


"And yet the people of 
Russia 


are hungry and half naked," 
he 


continued. 
"Much of the fury of 


the Bolshevist regime is due to the 
oppresion of the former government, 
and the tyrannies of both the state 
and the. state church, Russian au- 
tocracy and reaction crushed 
the 


people, but nevertheless there is no 
adequate excuse for the soviet be- 
havior. 


"The government of 
Russia Is 


made up largely of non-Russians, 
Trotsky, a really brilliant secretary 
of war, for he defeated every gen- 
erari who went against him, is a 
renegade Jew, false to the teach- 
ings of his fathers, and heartless 
and brutal in his method's, lit the 
revolution after the czar was forced, 
to ;| dicate, Prof. Milokoff, formerly 
connected 'with the 
"University of 


ChicagOy was made 'president, a ca- 
pable and wise man. Kerensky, a 
brilliant agitator, was made prime 
minister. But before 
these men 


could' complete 
the constitution, 


modeled after our own,1 Lenine and 
Trotzky broke in and upset the rev- 
olution. 
"They placed their criminal hordes 


in places of power, stripped the peo- 
ple of arms, liberated .60,000 prison- 
ers from the jails, made the cruel- 
est and hardegt of them commanders 
of the Red army and 
proclaimed 


the proletariate 
rule. The ruin 


which followed is one of the crimes 
of all history. More than 100,000 
persons per month were slain or died 
at starvation in Russia for. a num- 
ber of months, Petrograd, a city of 
2,000,000, how has about 400,000 In- 
habitants, while Moscow, formerly 
inhabited by about 3,000,000, has

PARIS — "What 
do 
you sec 


ahead for the people of Europe?" I 
asked Henri Barbusse, author of 
"Under Fire", "The Inferno" 
and 


•'Clarte", and leader of the Republi- 
can Association of Former Soldiers, 
the most radical veterans oganiza- 
tion in Fancc, 


• Barbusse tur\ied aside for a mo- 
ment. 
His face grew longer and 


sadder than is its wont. Then:— 
"I see a bloody struggle—a struggle 
between the Socialists and the capi- 
talists for-the control of European 
economic life. 
On the one side is 


Russia, with some assistance, per- 
haps. 
On tne other, headed by 


France and Great Britain, are the 
capitalist states, 


"The premiers are playing for- 


time now. They are not yet pre- 
pared to take the steps that 
are 


necessary to win their point. They 
are 
deceiving the workers with 


some false 
hope 
to get 
them 


•through• the 'difficulties- of this win- 
ter and perhaps the next. But there 
can be no end to the conflict until 
one side or tlie other has; •triumphed. 
It is a case of SocialTsra or capital- 
ism. 
Which will dominate Europe." 


He spoke 'slowly; impressively. 


"Already the battle is on in all of 
the countries. In Russia, the work- 
ers are victorious. 
In the 
other 


countries in Europe, they are mak- 
ing their fight for' control. But the 
time has come when 'everyone must 
be on one side or the other. There 
is no longer any possibility of neu- 
trality." 


"What of Italy?" I asked him. 
"Italy! 
It is the most hopeful 


country in Europe outside of Rus- 
sia. The workers are so strong that 
they are able to win constant con- 
cessions from the masters." 


"Will there be an alliance be- 


tween Russia and Germany?" 


"They can hardly come together. 


Their forms of property are too dif- 
ferent. There is another thing far 
more likely—the union of central 
and western 
Europe against the 


common enemy of 
Capitalism—the 


Bolshevism of Russia. 
Have you 


not noticed that already the capital- 
ist papers of France are supporting 
the bankers 
of Germany against 


the Socialists of Russia? 
And to 


think that seventeen hundred thou- 
sand of the best men of France laid 
down their lives for that! 
Well, 


there was no other 
possible out- 


come. That is the system under 
which •we live." 


"No," he said, "the thing may be 


held off for a time, but in the nea» 
future, sooner or later, the issue 
must be settled; settled right; set- 
tled in the interest of those who do 
the world's work."

Farm Tariff Bill 


(By the Asjocinted Press) 


WASHINGTON—The hcure ways 


and means committee today voted 
out the Pordney emergency tariff 
bill designed to protect the farmers, 
and instructed Chairman Fordney to 
make all efforts possible- to obtain 
action on it before the 
Christmas 


recess. 


In finally approving the_bill thp 


committee made-two' changes. Lem- 
ons were added to'the list and an 
import duty of i% cents per pound 
established. The rate on peanut oil 
was increased from 20 to 25 cents a 
gallon. 


The senate democratic 
steering 


committee decided to resist hasty 
enactment of emergency tariff1 legis- 
lation. 


"We will insist upon full and reg- 


ular consideration of the bill," said 
Sen. Simons of N. Carolina, rank- 
ing democrat on the senate finance 
committee. 


"We do not regard the bill as an 


'emergency* bill, but a regular tariff 
measure. Except possibly for two 
items, wheat and wool, there is noth- 
ing emergency about it." 


Can't Stop Imports. 


WASHINGTON—The president is 


without power under existing law 
"to shut .out wheat imports," but he 
"apparently has certain powers un- 
der the Lever act to stop future 
trading in wheat," the federal trade 
commission says in a special report 
to President Wilson, made public to- 
day. 


The commission says that "while 


evidence is not. available that future 
trading is responsible for the decline 
in wheat prices, it does net appear 
that future trading in wheat as at 
present operating-, is of indisputable 
service to the grain trade." It sug- 
gests however, that i£ 
regulatory 


action is to be employed, the ques- 
tion be considered by congress and 
that legislation "not connected with 
war powers be enacted." 


The commission says that because 


of the failure of the Chicago Board • 
of Trade to cooperate it was unable 
to obtain necessary information as 
to whether there had bean large 
transactions in wheat futures of a 
manipulative character. 


The commission's report is based 


upon an investigation which 
the 


president requested last October aft- 
er Gov. Allen of Kansas and others 
had urged, him to bar Canadian wheat 
importation and take such action as 
necessary to stabilize the 
rapidly 


declining wheat market. 


Declaring the decline of 
wheat 


prices would'appear to be in part due 
to country-wide and world-wide con- 
ditions, the commission assigns sev- 
en specific causes: The outlook for. 
an increased, world supply;; concen- 
trated buying by foreign 'govern- 
ments last spring and slack pur- 
chases later; "unprecedented" im- 
portations from Canada, 
foHowing- 


"an unprecedented yield and a dis- 
count in rate of exchange;" the rec- 
ord-breaking yield of corn in .this 
country; the slackening of demand 
for flour; the general tendency to de- 
cline in many .commodities, and the 
change in credit 
conditions "with

State Factories Also 


is Reduced 


The 
number . of • employes in 


factories in 
Wisconsin 
decreas- 


ed 
66 per cent 
in • November 


as compared with October, according 
to the monthly labor, market report 
of the Industrial commission. The 
total earnings of factory employes 
decreased 10,3%. These figures are 
.based upon reports filed by 200 of 
the largest 'establishments, who 
have been % and 1-3 of the entire 
payroll of the state. Between July 
15 and November lo the decrease in 
the number of persons employed in 
Wisconsin was 14 per cent. 


The greatest 
decreases occurred 


in the automobile, boot and shoe, 
clothing, and woodworking indus- 
tries. Increases in the number em- 
ployed in November as~ cxnpared 
with October occurred only in the 
pulp and paper mills, meat packing 
establishments, and 
in miscellane- 


ous industries, including principally 
railroad repair shops and public util- 
ity plants. 


During November the 11 free em- 


sployment offices conducted by 
the 


Industrial commission placed 6,171 
applicants for work. 
This repre- 


sented only 67 per cent of the total 
applicants, as compared with 78 per 
cent in October and 83 per cent in 
September. 


Only . at Ashland and Superior 


were there more calls for help than 
applications for work. 


With 
the change in industrial 


conditions it has become necessary 
for many workmen to accept cas- 
ual employment. While the number 
of positions secured for applicants 
was a little larger in November, 
1920, than in November 1919, 33 per 
cent of the total placements were 
casuals, as against 26 per 
cent • a 


year ago. Placements in agriculture 
were S per cent of the total as 
against 2 per cent in 1919, and 
placements in the lumbering indus- 
tries 17 per cent as compared with 
15 per cent last year. On the other 
hand there was a market falling off 
in the' placements of factory workers 
both skilled and unskilled.

Initiative and Referendum 


A Poor Amendment Worse Than None — "Jokers" Which 


Make Direct Legislation Difficult and Permit 


Minority Rule 


S 


OME states which have adopted the initiative and referen- 
dum have found out that a constitutional amendment, pro- 


viding for them If not carefully drawn may provide for a scheme 
of direct legislation which will be worse than none at all. The 
reason why we hear considerable about the Initiative and refer- 
endum in Oregon and California, for instance, and very little 
about it in South Dakota, Arkansas, Utah and Maine is that.in 
the first states named good amendments have been adopted, that 
the people CAN DO THINGS WITH, while in the other states 
poor amendments have been adopted. 


Massachusetts has secured a good amendment, but only 


after a hard fight, and after killing a number of innocent look- 
ing JOKERS which those opposed to tho whole scheme of ds- 
,rect legislation sought to have incorporated in the amendment. 


The initiative and referendum measures are usually voted 


wpon at general elections, a space on the ballot being reserved 
for voting for bills. 


In Oklahoma, it is provided that all measures submitted 


by the legislature, or by Initiative petition, to be adopted must 
receive a favorable "MAJORITY OF ALL VOTES CAST AT 
THE ELECTION." 


In this state, five Important measures which received ma- 


jorities were LOST because they did not get the required ma- 
jority of all the votes east for candidates. Not a single meas- 
ure has been passed under this requirement at a general election 
and so in Oklahoma the initiative has become practically a dead 
letter. 


About 75 per cent of the citizens voted on the bille which 


were submitted to them. The percentage varied from 54 to 91 
per cent, the average being 75 per cent. And so it haa hap- 
pened that the will of the MAJORITY of the active intelligent 
voters WHO WERE CONCERNED FOR THE PUBLIC WEL- 
FARE was defeated by the 25 per cent of careless, ignorant or 
indifferent voters, who failed to vote at all upon them. 


But in every election, candidates are elected to office though 


they may receive only a plurality and not a majority of all votes 
cast. 


In Oregon, measures submitted to the people are enacted 


or rejected by a majority of the votes "CAST THEREON." 
Since the adoption of the initiative and referendum in 1902, 29 
measures have been approved by the people, twenty of which 
would have been lost had the Oklahoma provision been in effect. 


Among these measures were the local option law favored by 


the temperance people. 
A large portion of the reforms by 


which Oregon routed the political bosses, and achieved fame as a 
state governed by its people, would have been LOST had the lit" 
tie joker requiring a "majority of all votes cast" beea allowed 
to go into the direct legislation provision, instead of a majority 
of all votes cast thereon. 


And thus the progress which has been made in curbing the 


greed of the railroads, corporations, and political machines 
would have been blocked, and not by an intelligent opposition 
but by h proviso the effect of which would have been to virtually 
have counted against progressive measures, the ignorant and 
careless who do not vote and who do not care at all about these 
reforms. 


Whenever the question of a constitutional amendment pro- 


viding for the initiative and referendum comes up in a state 
legislature, corporation politicians are always anxious that the 
people shafl not be given the right to propose amendments to the 
constitution by an initiative petition, adopted at the polls. 


The privileged classes are secure when they are protected 


by constitutional barriers. 


If the people try to regulate railroad rates, establish, fair 


taxation, curb the power of corporations and protect labor, they 
and themselves defeated by the courts who declare the laws un- 
constitutional. Thus the supreme court becomes the real legis- 
lature. 


A bill establishing a nine-hour work day for women in cer- 


tain employments was declared unconstitutional in New York 
State. In Kansas it is unconstitutional for the state to own 
and operate oil wells, but the people cannot vote upon a change 
In the constitution unless permitted to do so by the legislature. 
In many states this requires a two-thirds vote, which means 
that a minority can prevent any change. If we examine -the 
methods of submitting amendments, we shall find them as a rule 
made very difficult. 


But under the initiative the people could secure desired 


changes within a short time, neither politicians nor the use of 
money could stop them, therefore the constitutional initiative 
is opposed by tig business and special interests. 


Dr. J. Allen Smith of Washington University in his work 


entitled "The Spirit of American Government" says of the men 
who framed the federal constitution: 


They recognized very cleurly that there was n distinct line 


of cleavage separating the rich from tho poor. 
They believed 


' with Hamilton that in this respect "all communities tend to di- 


vide themselves Into the few and the many", that the latter will 
tend to combine for the purpose of obtaining control of the gov- 
ernment, and, having secured it, will pass laws for their own ad- 
vantage This, they believed, was the chief DANGER OF DE- \ 
MOCRACY—a danger so real and Imminent that it behooved 
the few to organize and to bring about, if possible, such changes 
in the Government as would protect the minority of the opulent 
against the majority. This was the purnnpe of the system of 


« 
checks by which they sought to give the former a vote on the acts 
of the latter. 
The lauded "checks and balances" of the constitution means 


that the people have the name and form of popular government 
which theoretically allows the majority to rule, hut the consti- 
tution is so devised that it is practically impossible for a ma- 
jority to actually carry its will into effect. These "checks and 
ialances" have always been favored by the propertied classes. 
They form the sacred minority which the guarantee to the con- 
ititution aims to protect.

I can't quite understand how it 


costs so much as Mr. Keen says to 
raise a bushel of wheat. Now if I 
bad never seen * farm it might go 
down, but with good judgment, I 
think that, in fact, I know that I 
can raise it for a great deal less 
than that, and if he will insure me 
20 bushels to the acre, I will raise 
it for less than 75 cents. I have 
raised wheat and sold it for>5 cents 
per bushel and did not starve, hut 
I did- not ride in an automobile and 
sit in the shade when I ought to be 
in the field to work. 


I don't doubt but that it does cost 


some of these paper collar farmers 
more than they get out of it, but 
the fanner who peels off and goes 
to the field and works himself has 
not got any kick coming with the 
prices of farm prices where they are 
and have been for the la&t three 
years. 
I know of- several farmers 


who have purchased * farms in .the 
last three years who could hardly 
make a living, on a rented 
farm 


prior to that. 


You dont hear anything about a 


shortage of weed seed in the fence 
ornera that the average farmer's 
chickens live on. 
These 
fanners 


that are always - kicking because 
they cant make anything farming, 
would kick if they were going to 
be hung. A small farmer does not 
get sick as quick as a large farmer 
does, and that is true of every line 
of business.
